Microfilw is here. It is going to stay. The extent to which it will 
absorb and replace paper-printed books and journals as we now know them will 
be determined by its technical limitations only, which are of a comparatiwe- 
ly simple order. It will not be d&termined solely by people who prefer the 
feel of a book, by librarians who are willing to become mere keepers of mon- 
uments, by book publishers, magazine editors, or bibliophiliacs, 


The writer's enthusiasm is perhaps that of the convert, but he recog- 
nizes that there is an element of urgency in this as in every problem of 
the present time. Moreover, he has been struck by the fact that newcomers 
to the library field, regardless of age, are taking microfilm in their stride, 
while others who have spent their lives in libraries seem to be wonderfully 
Calm about it. 


I do not presume to forecast how this new development will affect li- 
brary methods, publishing, and future library construction, but allow me to 
repeat, microfilm is here, and I believe it is am event which librarians 
should welcome as a new means of communication between readers and writers. 
They should foster this as they would a young child, they should provide for 
it in all their planning, and above all, they should incorporate it soundly, 
at once, into the library economy. This will ensure the new instrument's 
continuance of library standards so that we shall neither depart frow them 
nor vitiate them nor perhaps ultimately even destroy them.
